"occupy" these,, "with the multitude 
of their wares." 
The city Mahomet 


surveyed from a neighboring

and was afraid to enter "because it is 
given to man to have but oue paradise,

what it was in time of Isaiah, "the 
head of Syria."

Tamerlane can led oft" the artists into 
Persia; and that beautiful art of inlay- 
ing wood and steel 
with silver and 


gold, a kind of mosaic engraving

ing?with which boxes and 
bureaus, 


swords and guns 
are ornamented.

is still a city of flowers and bright 
waters;

Curiosities of Vision. 


We presume that most of our read- 


ers have a general notion of tho struct- 
ure and working of the 
human 
eye. 


They know that the littlesphere, of an 
inch or so iv diameter, which forms 
the eyeball, 
is a camera, 
essentially 
like the one used by tlie photographer 
to throw the image of external objects 
uikhi the surface prepared to receive it 
and placed withiu the apparatus. 
The 


mere forming of this picture inside the 
eye is not, however, 
seeing. 
Tlie pic- 


ture might as well he anywhere else, 
if there were not some means of mak- 
ing the mind aware 
of its existence. 


The optic nerve answers 
this purpose 


?a branch of the brain which enters 
the eye through 
a small 
hole in the 


rear, aud spreads out in a delicate net- 
work over 
tiie 
surface 
whereon the 


picture 
is formed. 
Tho 
impression 


made by the rays of light upon this 
net-work 
of nerves 
is telgraphed 
to 


the 
mind, 
which 
sees 
the 
object, 


or, rather, from seeing its image in the 
eye comes to recognize 
the existence 
of the object itself outside the eye. 
Iftlie optic nerve should be severed, 


the picture in the eye might be as 
perfect as before, but we would never- 
theless be blind to it. If any portion 
of the net-work of nerves 
just men- 


tioned should be paralyzed, 
we would 


cease 
to see 
the part of the picture 


formed 
on 
the portion of the eye's 


inner surface. 
If the entire image of 


some 
small 
object should fall upon 


that insensible 
spot we could no more 


see it, even though looking 
it, than if we had no eyes or kept them 
shut.It 
is 
a 
curious 
fact 
that 


there is such a "blind spot" in every 
human eye, and what is more curious, 
itis found to be just where 
the optic 


nerve enters 
the eye?the 
very place 


which we might suppose would have 
the keenest 
sight of all. 
There is a 
simple little experiment, by which we 
can prove the existence of this blind 
spot in our eyes: 
Shot your left eye, 


aud with the right onelook steadily at 
the cross just below, holding the paper 
ten or twelve inches 
from 
the eye.

Now move the paper slowly toward tho 
eye, which must be fixed on the cross. 
Ata cetain distance the other figure? 
the letter O?will suddenly disappear; 
but ifyou bring the paper 
nearer it 
willcome again into view. 
You may 
not succeed 
in this experiment on the 
first trial, but with a little patience 
you can hardly fail; and the 
sudden- 


ness with which the black 
spot van- 


ishes 
and reappers 
is very striking. 


Now, 
examination 
has 
shown 
that 


when it disappers 
its image falls ex- 


uctly on 
the 
spot 
where 
the optic 


nerve enters the eye, thus proving that 
spot to be blind.
